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The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


GRAIN AND FEED 


SAUDI ARABIA Cuts Wheat Support Price; Increases Barley Area. In an 
effort to reduce its outlays for wheat export subsidies, Saudi Arabia will cut 
production subsidies for the 1989 wheat crop. However, at this point the 
subsidy reduction (from $533 per ton to $400 per ton) will affect only large 
farms, which account for about 10 percent of total Saudi wheat production. 

The government of Saudi Arabia has been subsidizing exports of domestic wheat 
surpluses since 1985/86. As a result, Saudi wheat has competed against U.S. 
wheat. for market shares in China, Indonesia and South Korea. 


In addition to the wheat subsidy reduction, Saudi Arabia will attempt 
to reduce its reliance and expenditures on barley imports by requiring 
large-scale wheat producers to plant one hectare of barley for each hectare of 
wheat planted. Saudi Arabia's annual barley imports have been 3 million tons 
or more since 1981/82, reaching a high of 9 million tons in 1986/87. USDA 
officials expect the new policy to have little impact on Saudi barley imports 
because the small-scale farmers who produce most of Saudi Arabia's annual 
barley crop of under 100,000 tons will not be affected. Moreover, with a 
$27-per-ton barley import subsidy (reduced from $80 per ton last September), 
Saudi demand for barley imports probably will remain high, despite government 
efforts to stimulate domestic production. Saudi barley producers currently 
receive a guaranteed price of $267 per ton, which may be increased. 


OILSEEDS AND PRODUCTS 


UNITED STATES Imports More Tropical Oils. The Department of Commerce 
reports that U.S. imports of vegetable oils (mostly coconut, palm and palm 
kernel oil) for June 1988 was 86,000 tons compared to 56,000 tons imported 
during June 1987. For October-June 1987/88, imports were 820,000 tons 
compared to 771,000 tons for the same months in 1986/87. The current increase 
in foreign vegetable oi] output, particularly of palm oil, is expected to make 
foreign vegetable oil more price competitive with U.S. vegetable oi] in the 
U.S. domestic market.

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CANADA'S Western Grain Stabilization Act (WGSA) Favors More 
Oilseeds. In August 1988, sunflowerseed, safflowerseed, peas, lentils and 
fababeans were added to the list of crops eligible for support under the 
WGSA. The act was established in 1976 to help stabilize cash income flow for 
western Canadian oilseed and grain producers by guaranteeing that net cash 
flow from the sale of covered commodities in any one year would not fall below 
the average net cash flow of the preceding five years. 
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VENEZUELA'S Import Substitution Policy Divides Oilseed Sector. The 
government of Venezuela's import substitution policy for oilseeds, which ties 
the processors' shares of imported vegetable oi] to the their financial 
Support for domestic oilseed production, has resulted in competition for 
market shares of imported vegetable oi] between large oilseed processors who 
finance palm tree plantations and several other crushers who finance annual 
field crops. The formula for establishing this import market share allows the 
palm oil industry to count expected future production from palm trees. This 
formula resulted in a lower market share of vegetable oil imports for 
processors of annual oilseeds, such as cottonseed, and has pitted this group 
of processors against the palm oil processors. Despite Venezuela's import 
Substitution policies, the country remains nearly 80 percent dependent on 
vegetable oi] imports, which amount to about 250,000 tons annually. 


DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


One-third of FRANCE'S Dairy Farms Subject to Over-Quota Penalties. 
Final estimates of over-quota deliveries of milk during the European 
Community's 1987/88 dairy quota year (April/March) were 321,000 tons or 1.6 
percent of total deliveries. More than one-third (110,000) of the dairy farms 
were over quota and will be subject to penalties averaging FF6,000 (about 
$1,000) per farm. Payment of the penalties can be spread out over a year. 


VEGETABLES 


JAPAN'S Onion Production Expected to Decline. Onion production in Japan is 
forecast at 1.16 million tons, 10 percent below 1987, according to a Japanese 
Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries, and Forestry report. Output in Hokkaido, 
the major source of onions for winter use, is forecast at 494,000 tons, 2 
percent above the 1987 level of production. A significant portion of 
Hokkaido's output is likely to be used early to offset the 20 percent 
production shortfall of other areas. This is expected to create a need for 
increased imports later in the season. 


WOOD AND WOOD PRODUCTS 


U.S. Wood Product Exports for 1988 Headed for Second Consecutive 
Record. The total value of U.S. solid wood exports was nearly $2.7 billion in 
the January-June period of this year, matching the 48 percent increase-rate 
for the same period in 1987. Japan continues to be the leading market for 
U.S. wood products, increasing imports nearly 48 percent over the previous 
January-June trading activity. Japan imported approximately $1.1 billion 
worth of U.S. wood products during this time. 
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Only poles, piles and posts, softwood railroad ties and veneer 
experienced declines in export values in the current trading period when 
compared to the same period last year. 


The export value of all hardwood products and most softwood products 
also experienced gains in the first half of 1988 when compared to the same 
period last year. U.S. hardwood lumber exports of $318.7 million were up 55 
percent over the January-June trading period. The export value of hardwood 
plywood was $11.8 million, up 72 percent for the trading period. The export 
value of flooring was up 51 percent to $7.5 million, veneer was up 35 percent 
to $74.5 million, and logs were up 31 percent to $91.5 million. Softwood log 
exports increased 72 percent to $1.1 billion; lumber was up 31 percent to 
$521.3 million; and plywood was up 23 percent to $109.3 million. 


Total U.S. wood product imports were $2.67 billion, a slight decrease 
compared to the January-June trading activity for last year. U.S. imports of 
softwood lumber from Canada totaled $1.4 billion (6.8 billion board feet), a 
decrease of 4 percent from the same period in 1987. 


WEEKLY EXCHANGE RATE DEVELOPMENTS
